— U.S. Secretary 
of State Edmund Muskie wants 
Israel to take "some action" to 
reassure Egypt that pending 
legislation in the Knesset will not 
foreclose a future discussion of 
Jerusalem's final status. 

Muskie and other senior U.S. of- 
ficials apparently believe any 
Israeli willingness to accommodate 
Egypt on this sensitive point could 
go a long way towards reviving the 
stalled autonomy negotiations. . 

At' a news briefing for selected 
American journalists on Friday, a 
"senior State Department official” 
responded to one reporter's seep-' 
ticism about any such Israeli 
response by noting pointedly: “If 
you take that position, you might as 
well end the Camp David process' 
now." • - 

The "Washington Post" tipped 
off the officials's identity by poin- 
ting out that he also had 1 ’positive 
initial impressions of his associates 
in an office new to him. 1 ' (Muskie Is 
the only senior State Department 
official new on the Job.) 

Other sources later confirmed 
that the secretary of state had in- 
deed briefed some 30 U.S. reporters 
on a "background" basis, meaning 
his identity was not supposed to be 
revealed. 

Muskie’s briefing followed dis- 
cussions earlier in the day between 
visiting Egyptian Vice-President 
Husni Mubarak and other senior 
administration officials, including 
a 30-minute session with U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter.

Hurvitz sure 
he’ll win 
cabinet 
okay on cuts

Pest Economic Reporter 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
Is reportedly confident that he can 
convince the cabinet at this mor- 
ning’s weekly meeting to give in to 
his demand to freeze the budgets of 
all ministries in nominal terms. 

He has refused to consider a com- 
promise with Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman. who threatened to 
resign last week if his ministry's 
budget was reduced any further. 

Close associates of Hurvitz told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the finance minister expects Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin to support 
him in the fray. As a result of 
Begin’s -stand, he expects agree- 
ment from a number of other 
ministers, including Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
Transport Minister Halm Landau, 
Health Minister . Eli ezer Sbostak, 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
and two Liberal ministers. Deputy 
Prime Minister Ehrlich and 

Minister without Portfolio Mo she 
Nisslm. 

In principle, the two Democratic 
Movement ministers — Deputy 
Prime Minister Yigael Yadln and 
Labour and Social Affairs Mim«t tr 
Israel Katz — favour a cut in the 
defence budget, lest social welfare 
programmes suffer even more than 
they already have. But the DM is 
not enforcing party discipline on the 
matter. 

Hurvitz has already rejected a 
compromise proposal by Industry, 
Trade and Tourism Minister Gideon 
Patt and Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i, that each minister decide 
what to cut in his own budget and 
that further means be found for ab- 
sorbing money in circulation. The 
Patt-Moda’i proposal also notes that 
it is Impossible to plan for the fiscal 
year when the budget is altered only 
fam n*t»r it ernpji into fert. 

The National Religious Party 
ministers will decide on their stand 
only this morning, and the position 
of Housing Minister David Levy Is 
not known. 

The Treasury will not only 
suggest to the cabinet today that it 
adopt the proposals passed last 
Monday by the economic cabinet, 
concerning a freeze on new govern- 
ment contracts. It also has 
prepared a list of specific projects 
which can be cancelled or post- 
poned. 

Treasury officials note that the 
budget reductions are planned far 
all ministries and not just the 
Defence Mini stry. They insist that 
the cuts are not '"in the living 
flesh." In any case, they said, Hur- 
vitz has no intention whatever of 
resigning. Even if Wa case is re- 
jected today, he will continue to 
serve In the government. 

But. under those circumstances, 
Hurvitz would not submit the ad- 
ditional budget which is planned for 
the second half of the year. In 
effect, that would mean an 
automatic cut in budgets because of 
inflation. Hurvitz might serve as 
finance minister in "a lame cabinet, 
should the present government fail 
to win a vote of confidence, 
Treasury officials said. 

Though the Hurvitz- Weizman 
clash has become clearly political, 
its economic has has not entirely 
receded into the background: . 

Hurvitz will suggest today to the 
government that it accept the 
economic cabinet’s proposal to 
preserve the nominal value of the 
budget for the first half of the fiscal 
year, which means a cut of 10 per 
cent in real terms because of infla- 
tion anticipated for the next couple 
of months. 

Treasury officials say they would 
be satisfied if the budget cut turned 
out to be between IS2b. and 182. 5b., 
which is less than 10 per cent — 
provided that half the cut be from 
the defence establishment, which 
has received half of the budget, ex- 
cluding payment of debts and In- 
terest. 

A senior Treasury official said the 
Finance Ministry would be happy If 
only 70 per cent of the economic 
cabinet's plan was implemented, hi 
any case, the economic cabinet is 
inviwting that the government's ex- 
penditures be adjusted to its 
revenue — l.e. no more of the

Begin told the delegation that the 
Weizman crisis "would be resolved 
this week — one way or another.”

Sudan, Ethiopia 
renewing talks 

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP). — 
Ethiopian leader Mengistu Haile 
Mariam arrived here yesterday for 
five days of talks, signalling a war- 
ming of relations between pro- 
Western Sudan and Its Marxist- 
ruled neighbour. 

Mengistu and President Ja’afar 
Numelri drove In an open limousine 
through the streets of Khartoum 
waving to cheering crowds lining 
the motorcade route.

Mengistu’s five-year rule were 
detained in advance of his visit, 
police sources said.

Gaza municipality meets to 
protest Katif settlements 




GAZA (Itim). — The Gaza 
municipal council is scheduled to 
convene this morning In emergency 
session to discuss Israel’s settle- 
ment plans for the Katif region at 
the southern end of the Gaza Strip 
and the Erez region in the north. 

As the Gaza notables plan to 
meet, construction work has 
already begun on "Katif D," the 
fifth Israeli settlement in the Strip. 
A spokesman for the World Zionist 
Organization' 8 Settlement Depart- 
ment. making the announcement, 
said that all the land on which the 
five settlements are located Is 
state-owned. 

Gaza Mayor Rashad a-Shawwa 
said yesterday that "the decision to 
settle in the Gaza Strip does not 
create suitable conditions for co- 
existence of the two nations and 


certainly does not pave any way to 
peace." 

Shawwa said that current- cir- 
cumstances do not allow him and 
his colleagues much room to 
manoeuvre, except for voicing their 
protests. "We will make our opposi- 
tion known to Prime Minister 
Begin. UN Secretary General 
Waldheim and perhaps President 
Carter. The decision about these 
settlements is the most cruel and 
inhuman yet taken by the Israeli 
government In connection with the 
areas." he claimed. 

The Gaza mayor said that he 
could not understand the need to 
settle people "gathered from all 
over the world to displace local peo- 
ple from their land" in an area with 
the densest population, in the entire 
world — 1400 people per square 
kilometre.

Two escape from

Aharon Federlker, 24, under 
detention pending investigation of 
the murder of Us brother Moahe 
some three weeks ago. and 
Avr&ham Avihazar, 19, suspected of 
a string of robberies and burglaries 
in Dimona, sawed through the bars 
of their cell and escaped. 

A third detainee in the cell 
remained behind and later claimed 
that he had noticed nothing as he 
had been asleep throughout. 

Police erected road-blocks in the 
area and are conducting extensive 
searches for the two men.

Police : Neot Sinai settlers 
admitted attacking soldiers

GAZA. — Police told a military 
court here on Thursday that 
settlers on trial for attacking 
soldiers at Neot Sinai's vegetable 
garden last year had voluntarily In- 
criminated themselyea. 

They were among 60 to 70 settlers 
who had done so during the police 
investigation of the fracas which 
broke out when soldiers tied to 
evict them on the eve of the area's 
return to Egypt. 

Sgan-NItzav Eitan Golan, who 
headed the investigating team, said 
there were no witnesses to testify 
against Mark Vanlyevski and Halm 


Alima, both of Tekoa in Judea. 
Vaniyevskl's unsolicited testimony 
was the only basis for charging him 
with hurling tomatoes at the 
soldiers from a roof on which he 
had barricaded himself with other 
settlers. Alima is accused of hurl- 
ing tomatoes and eggplants. 

Defence attorney Elyaklm 
Ha'etzni said that Ellezer Cohen of 
Ugda and Shlomo Sa'ad of Netiv 
Ka'asara had also volunteered In- 
formation leading to their Indict- 
ment. Cohen is accused of hurling a 
tomato at the OC Southern Com- 
mand. Aluf Dan Shomron. Sa'ad 
flung tomatoes and eggplants, the 
charge sheet said. 


Ichenhausen synagogue to be restored 


BONN (JTAt. — One million marks 
(152.52m.) will be invested over the 
next four years to restore the old 
synagogue of Ichenhausen. In 
southern Germany, which was 
destroyed during “Kristallnacht" 
in November 1938. 

Citizens of Ichenhausen and other 
communities In the area initiated 
the restoration plan. Money will be 
provided partly by state and local 
authorities and partly through a 
fund-raising campaign. 

Before the outbreak of World War 
II some 1.300 Jews lived in 


Ichenhausen, about one-third of the 
total population in the village. The 
restored synagogue, a baroque 
structure dating back to 1781, will 
house a museum on the history of 
the Jewish community In 
Schwaben. 

Meanwhile, the public radio 
network in the Federal State of 
Hessen, is seeking former Jewish 
inhabitants of the community of 
RYdna. The radio station is prepar- 
ing a feature on this community, 
which was reportedly the only one 
in Germany where Jews out- 
numbered Christians. 


Argentine judge halts Eichmann film 


BUENOS AIRES 1AP). — The 
screening of a film about Nazi war 
criminal Adolf Elchm&nn's 1960 ab- 
duction from Argentina to Israel 
was suspended on Thursday after 
two citizens asked Judges to ban 1L 

The local distributor, Arles 
Cinematography, said it was 
withdrawing "The House on 
Garibaldi Street” from three movie 
theatres here pending judicial 
notice about the citizen complaints, 
which contend the film mocks 
Argentina's sovereignty. 

The distributor expressed sur- 
prise over the objections , to the 
U.S. -made film, saying H "does 
nothing more, than document a 


historic fact.” The film, which 
opened here last week, is based on a 
book by laser Harel, who headed 
the abduction operation. 

KLITA PRIZE, — The Organiza- 
tion of Latin Americans In Israel 
will award a yearly ES3.000 prize to 
a person who furthers the absorp- 
tion of Latin Americans In Israel.

The economic cabinet proposals 
are accompanied by a number of 
other steps : a freeze on credit at its 
current level — 14 per cent lower, tn 
real terms v^Uum it was in December 
1979: an extension of the 10 per cent 
export deposit which has been in 
effect for six months; and the offer 
of attractive savings schemes to 
empty the public pocket. 

The Treasury notea that funds can 
be cut from the defence establish- 
ment by cutting down on unusually 
high cor allowances, army salaries 
which are higher than those agreed 
upon by the cabinet, postponement 
.of new road-building and other con- 
struction, and a general slow-down 
in the re-deployment of forces after 
the Sinai pullback. 

Treasury sources pointed out that 
nearly everyone in Israel does 
reserve army service, and can see 
far himself how much is wasted in 
the defence establishment, and how 
much of that waste could be reduc- 
ed. The officials said they even get 
letters from citizens about it. One 
complaint was about huge 
truckloads of fresh rolls which were 
brought in to army bases, and most- 
ly went stale. The rolls- have since 
been banned.

Bank of Israel Governor Arnon

French hoping for 
Saudi port deal 

PARIS (Reuter): — France hopes to 
clinch a multi-milUon-dollar agree- 
ment to develop two Saadi Arabian 
harbours, French Transport 
Minister Joel Theule said yester- 
day. 

The minister, who had Just com- 
pleted talks with senior government 
officials during a four-day visit to 
Saudi Arabia, said the Saudis want 
to develop the ports of Yanbu on the 
Red Sea, and Jubayl on the Gulf. 


Egypt’s F-16s 
originally 
slated for U.S. ■ 

WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
Defence Department told Congress 
on Friday it plans to divert 30 F-16 
new jet fighters to Egypt from 
'future production earmarked for 
the U.S. Air Force. 

The effect of this action would be 
to reduce monthly deliveries of F- 
16s to the U.S. Air Force from an 
average of 10 to about 113, starting 
in December 1981. The U.S. Air 
Force would get those 30 planes 
starting about 21 months .later. 

In a letter to Congress, the Pen- 
tagon said the "reallocation" of the 
30 planes to speed deliveries to 
Egypt Is not. likely "to have signifi- 
cant adverse effect an the defence 
readiness. of the U.S.” 

This proposed sale on easy-credit 
terms was announced on February 
25 when the U.S. State Department 
said the administration of President 
Jimmy Carter had agreed to con- 
tinue to modernize Egypt’s armed 
forces at a cost of an additional 
31.15b. This followed an earlier 
$L5b. deal worked out in connection 
with the Egyptian- Israeli peace 
settlement. 

The Pentagon said the sale of the 
F-16s, 500-pound and 2 ,000 -pound 
bombs, the Maverick missiles and 
20 - mm. -gun ammunition “will not 
have a significant impact on the 
regional military balance," ob- 
viously meaning Egypt's strength 
relative to that of Israel. 

Israel has ordered 75 P-ISs from 
the U.S., as well as 85 of the more 
sophisticated F-13 fighters. 


Jenin youths held 
for bottle-throwing 

JENIN (Rim). — Five youths aged 
15 to 17 were arrested in this West 
Bank town on suspicion of throwing 
empty bottles at police and soldiers. 
Their fathers were held along with 
them. 

The incident occurred on Friday, | 
when the youths allegedly "bottled 1 ' 
a policeman downtown, and then es- 
caped down a sidestreeL Security 
foxes closed all the houses In the 
street and rounded up all the 15-to- 
17-y ear-olds there — about 50 of 
them.

The equity market seemed to be 
d'ne for setbacks — because of the 
Ugh April index figure and the an- 
ticipation of an even higher May 
reading. 

On Sunday the share market 
retreated but, during the remaining 
. two sessions, it not only regained 
lost ground but moved to new high 
levels for this year. The move into 
equities and the high accompanying 
trading volumes provide ample 
evidence of the high level of liquidi- 
ty in the hands of the public. 

It. apparently also means that the 
public continues to believe that in- 
vestment In shares, options and con- 
vertible debentures offers a suitable 


hudge against inflation. 

In the foreign currency market 
the Bank of Israel has eontlnued to 
dictator a f alter paee for devaluation 
of the local currency. In the past 
wook tho American dollar has gain- 
ed two per cent against the shekel. 
The pound sterling performed con- 
siderably better, gaining some 8.7 
per cent against the shekel. 

For several years now members 
of the Til Aviv Stock Exchange 
have been discussing the possibility 
of switching to continuous trading 
similar to that practised on the New 
York Stock Exchange. The prospect 
may become a reality In the not too 
distant future, a a the banks and 
brokerage offices are gearing up 
with computer terminals which 
would provide the necessary com- 
munications link to from the 
Exchange floor. The "continuous 
trading" method would undoubted- 
ly make trading more fluid and 
would allow Investors to \ place 
orders throughout trading hours. 

On Tuesday the shares of Sci-Tex 
were first traded on the American 
over-the-counter market. They 
were offered at Jll a share and were 
trading at that price by the end of 
the week. 


Histadrut seeks pay hikes wall street week 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut 
demanded a 10 per cent wage in- 
: crease retroactive to April 1, and an 
additional 10 per cent “aome time in 
the course of 19S0," when 
negotiations with the employers 
began on Friday. 

The employers welcomed the 
proposal that wage increments be 
staggered, as it would help in the 
battle against Inflation. But their 
representatives flatly refused to 
negotiate an annual increase higher 
than 10 per cent. 

Both sides at the first meeting of 
the joint steering committee of the 
employers and the Histadrut said 
their aim was to try to maintain 
the real wages of the workers. 


Y Israel Keaaar, head of. the 
HUtadrut'a Trade Union depart- 
ment, said the Histadrut request is 
based on research into prevailing 
labour conditions. But Halm 
Kamlnlti, chairman of the labour 
committee of the Coordinating 
Bureau of Economic Organisations, 
said the Hlstadrut’a claims were ex- 
aggerated. 

Next week, Kaminlta said, ex- 
perts from various employers’ sec- 
tors will discuss the Implications for 
Industry of the Histadrut demands. 

Meanwhile, it was agreed to set 
up three sub-committees: on Im- 
plementing an old agreement to in- 
stitute an overall pension in in- 
dustry, on productivity, and on 
minimum income. 


Teacher held for indecent assault 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Eight 
schoolchildren are bring sought by 
police in the hope that they may 
throw light on the past activities of 
a local teacher, arrested on Friday 
on suspicion of indecently 
assaulting one of his pupils. 

The 24-year-old teacher, whose 
name was not released for publica- 
tion, was ordered held for 15 days 
by the Tel Aviv Magistrate's Court 
while police Investigated the alleg- 
ed indecent act he committed on the 
11-year-old boy. 

According to police, the man ac- 
companied his pupil to the Tel 
Baruch beach on the afternoon of 
May 19 and committed the act, at 
the same time throttling the boy. 

^Rlhen his victim' lost consciousness - 
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the teacher allegedly concealed 
him in his car and fled the scene. 

Since the victim, whose Identify 
was also withheld, was unable or 
unwilling to describe possible 
previous acts by his teacher, police 
are seeking eight children whose 
photographs were found in the 
man's car. They believe the 
children's testimony could help 
them in their evaluation of the 
suspect, who la being held for psy- 
chiatric examination. 

While admitting he indeed used 
force against his pupil, the teacher 
denies having had sexual contact 
with him. He further denies having 
Wad sexual or violent contact with 
any other minors. • •

Dipping interest rates give 
boost to stock market 


NEW YORK (AP). — Sharp 
' declines in Interest rates have con- 
tinued to provide support for the 
stock market as funds in interest- 
bearing Investments are shifted 
into stocks. 

' ' J In spite of bad (economic) news" 
such as sharp declines in orders 
for durable goods, In housing starts 
and auto sales, "people are begin- 
ning to get stock oriented again," 
aaid Alan Poole, on analyst at 
Lftidlaw, Adams and Peck of New 
York. 

Not everyone agrees that the, 
tumbling Interest rates are 
necessarily & healthy sign for 
stocks, but news on interest rates 
and credit did provide a major 
market push this past week. 

**The market hasn't given 
: thought- to whether the Federal 
Rbaerve (in easing some credit 
restrictions) has moved too quickly 
to really kill off inflation," aaid 
Monter Gordon of Dreyfus Corp., a 
New York investment house. He 
characterised lost week's response 
as a short-term view. 

After a moderate performance 
early in the week, speculation that 
the Federal Reserve might eaae 
aome of its March 14 credit restric- 
tions led the market to an 11.86 gain 
in the Dow Jones industrial average 
on Thursday, that was its biggest 
one-day rise since April 22, when if.

U.S. inflation now under 12% 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.B. Inflation rate plunged last 
month to the lowest level in more 
than a year as President Jimmy 
Carter's measures aimed at stem- 
ming the steepest price spiral since 
the 194i)s appeared to be taking 
hold. 

Coneu'mer prices, the main 
measure of inflation, rose in April 
by only 0.9 per oent compared to 1.4 
per oent in Maroh, the Labour 
Department aaid. This worked out 
to a seven paint drop in tha annual 
Inflation rata from 18.6 to 11.6 per 
oent. 


Kennedy sweeps 
overseas primary 

LONDON. — U.B. Senator Edward 
Kennedy haa overwhelmingly 
defeated U.B. President Jimmy 
Carter in the primary election poll 
among American Democrats living 
In Israel and eight other countries 
outside the U.S. 

Carter won majorities only in Bri- 
tain and Belgium, while Kennedy 
built big margins in Israel, Japan, 
France, Ireland, the Netherlands, 
Switzerland and West Germany. 

But out of two million Americans 
living abroad, only 2,006 ballots 
were received- at the headquarters,' 
here, of Democrats Abroad by the 
deadline, aaid organization 
spokesman Anthony Hyde on 
Thursday. 

Kennedy polled BOO votes, or 45 
per cent, to Carter's 578, or 20 per 
cent. A total of 508 ballots, 26 per 
cent, were uncommitted, he said. 
The results gave Kennedy two 
delegates to the Democratic con- 
vention to one for Carter and one 
uncommitted, Hyde said. (AF,

Waldheim appeal 
on Hebron 
rejected ' 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Premlor Menahem Begin on Fri- 
day rejected an appeal by U.N. 
Secretary- General Kurt Waldheim 
to heed a Security Council reaolu- 
tion to let three West Bank 
deportees return home. Begin 
stressed that the issue will be decid- 
ed by the High Court In Jerusalem. 

In a letter released to the press, 
Begin said that the deportations 
were being appealed by the West 
Bankers' families and added that 
the decision of the three-judge 
bench "will, of course, be carried 
out by the government." 

Begin had accused the deportees 
of having Incited unrest in the 
Hebron district. The three men — 
Hebron mayor F&hd Kawasma, 
Halhoul mayor Mohammed 
MUJriem and Hebron kadi Rajab 
Tamlmi — were banished on May 3, 
following the terrorist ambush of 
Jewish worshippers in Hebron. 

Begln's letter was a reply to 
Waldheim's aent to the premier on 
Wednesday after the Security Coun- 
cil denounced Israel for not heeding 
an earlier resolution calling for the 
prompt repatriation of the three 
deportees. 

The premier expressed regret 
that the Security Council made no 
mention of "the horrendous 
atrocity" which claimed six Jewish 
lives in Hebron. "The three men of 
whom you write - incited openly to 
violence," Begin said in the letter.

South Korean army 
enters rebel city

KWANGJU. South Korea (Reuter). 
— The Kwangju city insurrection 
appeared doomed yesterday as the 
South Korean army entered the city 
and the rebels split among 
themselves over what to do next. 

Tanks and other armoured 
vehicles supported by Infantry, 
entered the city for the first time 
and parked across the main 
boulevard only two km from the 
city centre. 

The army's advance into the city 
came as rebel sources reported 
division within their own ranks over 
how to respond to the tanks and 
troops. 

The rebel sources said that 
students were advocating a tough 
line, while the majority of citizens 
wanted an accommodation with the 
martial law authorities. 

The students were refusing to 
hand over their captured weapons 
to a. citizens' committee, but were 
stacking them for redistribution in 
case of an army attack. 

Soldiers with bullhorns in front of 
tanks urged the rebellious city to 
cease resistance, while above the 
city army helicopters blared out a 
similar call. 

"We must end this disorder," said 
the army detachment commander. 
Colonel Suh Won Sik. But there was 


Libyan ‘reign of terror’ 
upsets European diplomats 


ROME (UPI). — Common Market 
nations are considering asking for 
an urgent meeting of the UN Securi- 
ty Council to deal with Libyan death 
squads' "reign of terror" in 
Europe's capitals, diplomatic 
sources said on Friday. 

In the past two months eight Li- 
byan expatriates who have not 
heeded Libyan leader Col. Muam- 
mar Gaddafi's orders to return 
home have been brutally killed In 
Europe, four of them In Rome. 

The sources said the diplomatic 
situation created by the deaths is 
considered “very grave and dif- 
ficult" by European nations. 

"No one country wants to stand 
alone Lone Ranger style and 
criticize Libya or Gaddafi for fear 
of reprisals," one source said. “The 
safest way they feel they can act is 
to act in concert" 

The source said there has been 
some discussion among the nine 
European Community members 
about asking the UN to intervene by 
calling & special meeting of the 
Security Council so that no one na- 


tion will have to bear the brunt of 
possible reprisals. 

One«source said some diplomats 
at the Italian Foreign Ministry 
were "pulling their hair out trying 
to deal with this one. What they’re 
dealing with 2a a ralni-relgn of 
terror." 

Complicating the situation for 
Italy is the presence of nearly 15,000 
Italian citizens working In Libya 
and the many millions of dollars In 
trade and technology agreements 
with the former Italian colony. 

Of the eight Libyan exiles killed 
In European capitals by assassina- 
tion squads in the past two months, 
four were killed In Rome, two in 
London, one in Bonn and the moat 
recent In Athens. 

Abu B&kr, a former junior officer 
In the Libyan army and an out- 
spoken critic of Gaddafi, was found 
dead with his throat slashed in 
Athens on Wednesday. 

Bonn police yesterday arrested 
two Libyan youths suspected of 
belonging to a gang Of Libyan 
assassins with contracts to kill Gad- 
dafi's opponents in Europe. 
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no shooting and army officers sail* 
the tank guns were not loaded. 

The soldiers, who clearly found 
their job distasteful, said they did 
not want to open fire on the people of 
Kwangju. 

"This is not soldiers’ bualneaa." 
said Colonel Suh. But he added that 
the army’s mission was to bring 
order to the city. 

The army has given the city a 
deadline of noon today to hand over 
the 3,600 guns believed to be in 
Kwangju, but army officers said the 
deadline would probably be extend- 
ed. 

Although the army was steadily 
pressing forward In Kwangju, near- 
by areas remained outside govern- 
ment control. 

But-reoLatance is expected to end 
throughout the region if Kwangju, 
which has been a rallying cry for 
anti-government forces, eventually 
gives up Its guns. 

Meanwhile, the Seoul government 
yesterday hanged Kim 1 m Kyu, Uie 
convicted assassin of President 
Park Chung Bee. 

Four Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency men sentenced to death for 
their involvement in the asaawilna- 
tion were also executed. 

Kim was director of the KCIA 
when he shot Park last October.

PARIS (AP). -T Foreign Minister 
Jean Francols-Foncet said yester- 
day that France and the U.S. 
agreed In their analysis of the Inter- 
national situation, but had 
"different appreciations" of how to 
solve It. 

Francoi8-Poncet adopted what 
sounded like a conciliatory tone 
following a week of loud 
recriminations between the U.S.

Acquitted Miami 
policeman tries 
to kill himself 

MIAMI (AP). — One of the four 
white ex-Miami policemen ac- 
quitted of charges in connection 
with the death of black motorcyclist 
Arthur McDuffie was rushed to 
hospital on Thursday night after an 
apparent suicide attempt, police 
said. 

Michael Watts. 30, was listed In 
critical condition in the intensive 
care unit of Baptist Hospital suffer- 
ing from carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. a hospital spokesman said. 

Dade County police spokesman 
Jim Baab said Watts' motorcycle, 
which he kept In bis apartment, was 
running and carbon monoxide was 
entering Ms bedroom. 

The four former policemen had 
been accused of beating McDuffie 
after chasing him on his motorcy- 
cle. and then attempting to make It 
appear McDuffie was injured when 
his motorcycle went out of control. 
The acquittal, by an all-white jury, 
was blamed for extensive racial 
violence In Miami last weekend in 
which 15 people were killed.

Einstein 
manuscript 
found in safe 

NEW YORK (AP). — A huge iron 
safe in the basement of the 
Brooklyn Jewish Centre had been 
around so long that everyone had 
forgotten what, if anything, it con- 
tained. So a professional 
safecracker was called in to open it 

Inside, to the amazement of cen- 
tre officials, was a box of papers, 
among them the manuscript of 
I Albert Einstein’s controversial 
German-language publication, 
"The Unified Field Theory." Eins- 
tein died in 1055. 

On June 25, the manuscript will 
be sold at auction by Phillips, a 
Manhattan auction house, which 
expects It to bring between $15,000 
and $25,000. 

The manuscript was the third in & 
series drawn up by Einstein and 
was published in Berlin in 1980,' 
Following Hitler's rise to power, 
Einstein came to the U.S. and, In 
1934, he presented the manuscript 
to the American library of Nazi 
Banned Books, established by the 
Brooklyn Jewish Centre. 

The centre later donated its 
library to the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, but, in the transfer,. 
Einstein's manuscript was 
overlooked. No one knew what had 
become of It until the safecracker 
went to work.

Monday's summit in Warsaw 
without first consulting with Its 
allies, Francoia-Poncet said France 
kept the plans secret to avoid word 
leaking out in America and raising 
undue hopes for a solution of the 
Afghanistan issue.

The state-run radio, monitored in 
London, reported that "22 top inter- 
national smugglers" were rounded 
up and 300 Mlos of heroin seised In 
me raids led by the religious leader, 

who was dressed in military 
fatigues. 

The radio said more than ibo 
guards took part In the operation in 
the Malayer district of Lorestan 
province. They surrounded the 
villages before dawn and also seis- 
ed weapons and equipment used to 
process raw opium into heroin. 

The heroin is worth an estimated 
517. 26m ■ on the street in the West. 
Iran Is now one of the main sources 
for heroin being smuggled Into 
Europe and the U.S. 

The "Times" of London reported 
yesterday that Khalkhali, named 
by the radio as supervisor of Bran’s 
anti-narcotics drive, claimed 20 
drug traffickers shot on his orders 
at Teheran's Qasr prison on Tues- 
day were members of one of the 
biggest heroin rings operating in 
the Middle East 

The "Times" correspondent In 
Teheran quoted Khalkhali as say- 
ing the gang had set up a network of 
laboratories across Iran.

Tran said Khalkhali ’s agents have 
discovered IS heroin labs so far In 
the- crackdown on drug gangs- 

There are an estimated 4 million 
heroin addicts oat of a population of 
about SO million in ban alone and 
the Islamic revolutionary leaden 
have vowed to eradicate the 
problem they say violates the 
teachings of the Koran. 

The “Times" noted that Iranian 
farmers, particularly in the eastern 
provinces, have spumed the 
T ehe ran regime's efforts to control 
cultivation of the opium poppies 
from which heroin is made. British 
correspondents in Teheran said the 
new surge of executions ordered by 
Khalkhali indicated that President 
Bani-Sadr's efforts to restrict the 
religious leader’s powers have fail- 
ed. 

Bani-Sadr had sought to limit 
Khalkhali, who claims to have 
ordered more than 800 
revolutionary executions since 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
went into exile 15 months ago, to in- 
vestigating the mushrooming drug 
trade. ■ 

Among the recent execution vic- 
tims have been members of the 
clandestine leftist Forgban 
organization, which Is bitterly op- 
posed to Iran's religious-based 
government. 

The correspondents reported that 
the split was heightened last week 
when Khalkhali, who is widely pop- 
ular, defied Bani-Sadr by personal- 
ly supervising the demolition of a 
marble mausoleum built for the 
Shah's father, Reza Sh a h , in south

GREEN RIVER VALLEY, 
Washington.

Icarus, It is told, made 
wings out of feathers and wax but 
didn’t understand the relationship 
of God and man and flew too close 
to the sun. The wax melted. Icarus 
plunged to earth. Hopeless roman- 
tic. here we go again. 

The scientist studies, asking 
questions of the hawk's craft. How 
does this help you gather food, 
avoid enemies, continue your 
species? He estimates the angle of 
the bank as the bird circles, 
calculates the radius and the speed, 
figures the wing load and the lift 
coefficient. In his mind, a computer 
prints numbers and letters In tight, 
cold type, a black line on white 
paper. The scientist believes only in 
tomorrow, for today is already 
done. Paul MacCready built his 
wings out of plastic, put a man In- 
side a see-through bubble and had 
him pedal this fragile dragonfly 
across miles of thin air. And. should 
he choose to, he could do It again 
and again and again. 

AT A CEREMONY last week in 
Washington, MacCready received, 
the Collier Award, given annually' 
for the greatest achievement In 
aviation. John Glenn won for or- 
biting earth. Neil Armstrong won 
for landing on the moon. 
MacCready has won for building a 
8-kg. aircraft that moved at about 
18 km. per hour, at on average 
height of about 9 metres and went 
ST miles. Although the Albatross 
has been cheered by the general 
public for its flight of fancy on 
- gossamer wing, MacCready is sur- 
prised by the enthusiasm of the 
aerospace community for it. "The 
establishment sees a pioneering 


Aspect to it," he said. "I thought 
they’d consider It a trivial thing 
with no practical application." 

Not thAt it has practical applica- 
tion. 

With a 747 available to take hun- 
dreds of people thousands of 
kilometres, who needs to pedal a 
hunk of cellophane from Alexan- 
dria to Chevy Chase? Historically 
and mythologically, man always 
dreamed of self-powered flight; 
had the cavemen only dreamt of 
engines, Leonardo da Vinci might 
have designed the L-10U. 

“The point Is," MacCready said. 
aa It doesn’t have to be justified by 
practical application. You don’t 
climb i Everest and meet the 
challenge because you’re going to 
put a motel up there." 

MacCready is a serious He 
built a serious machine for a 
serious, no-frills flight — no snacks, 
no stewardesses and no stereo. He 
wore a seriously dark suit and a 
seriously buttoned-down shirt, and 
his face was seriously pale as he 
talked for more than one hour about 
what he did, and not once did he 
smile, not once. But he is, by his 
own admission, a scientist, not a 
romantic, not a poet. A dreamer, 
maybe, but only within the confines 
of what he called "the technological 
sandbox," and the closest he came 
to gazing with envy at the soaring 
hawk was this: "It’s like you are on 
a serious trip, maybe driving from 
Washington to Boston, and along 
the way you. stop for a picnic at a 
beautiful place. There are fleecy 
clouds and a babbling brook and 
flowers in bloom, and you have fun. 
Then, you get back in the car and 
continue your trip." 

The picnic, you see, is an in-

tcrludo. Thin. Flimsy. Like 
gossamer, perhaps. 

FOR MORE than one hour he sat at 
a tabic having breakfast. His hands 
never left his arms. His arms rare- 
ly left the table. The only part of his 
body thAt seemed animated were 
his eyes, which darted about like a 
pigeon’s. He had that Mr. Peepers 
look, the look of a man you see on a 
science show on public television at 
9 in the morning on Saturday, 
someone you never see on a prime- 
time comedy. He is the man who ex- 
plains why disco dancing causes 
bursitis — he doesn’t ride the 
boogie himself. 

"Most people look at Paul and see 
only the scientist," said Bryan 
Allen. "Externally, he’s certainly 
not a romantic type. He's very 
much a capitalist, very much a 
pragmatist. He tends to be quite 
analytical. Yet here he Is. organiz- 
ing a wildly romantic project. He's 
a more complicated person than he 
appears to be." 

And is he a hero? 

“No,” MacCready said. 

He reached for a piece of bacon. 

"No. I’m not a hero, though a lot 
of people now have a much higher 
regard for my abilities than I do. 
Actually I don’t want the glory. The 
glory takes time and involve a too 
much ■ responsibility. It’s much 
more enjoyable to work on the next 
thing than talk about the put 
thing." 

Paul MacCready was always 
enamoured of flight. He built model 
airplanes, got a pilot's licence, flew 


weather missions into thunder- 
storms, became a champion glider 
and soarer, and later took up 
gliding. He may have built his 
whole life on thin air, starting an 
environmental and energy-related 
consulting firm, aerovironme nt 
"Freud assumed that fas cination 
with flight was all sexual. I don’t 
think that's the case. There was a 
research flavour to the model air- 
planes and the sailplanes; it 
appeals to one's Innate desire to try 
new stuff. It's fun to do stuff that 's 
new and different just because of 
the challenge. Man is addicted to 
challenge." .Then, in what certainly 
seemed like a classic Freudian 
slip: "What I found was a chance to 


probe new areas." 

WHAT IS NEXT for the man called 
the father of man-powered flight? 
Making ultralight, ultra-efficient 
vehicles for surface transportation, 
and streamlined bicycles to reduce 
dependence an foreign oil Imports. 

And the next dream for the 
maybe dreamer? 

Well, he might like to design on 
aircraft that was so silent and so 
slow and so soaring that he could 
slip it into a formation of geese and 
migrate with them, to go where the 
wild goose goes as a brother. 

Now what does all of this tell us 
about the man? That his Condor 
and Albatross are the mind games 
of his technological sandbox? That 


he Is one of those creative scientists 
whose lives arc defined by the crea- 
tion of artificial puzzles and then 
the creation of artificial escapes 
from their mazes? 

"I’m just not sufficiently in- 
trospective to figure out the whya," 
he said. 

The Gossamer Condor hangs In 
the Nntional Air and Space 
Museum like a puffed-up riploe 
sandwich bag. 

MacCready stood under it, not 
even bothering to glance up as a 
photographer took pictures. 

“The Albatross," he said, "may 
have been more dramatic, but it 
didn't contain a single new idea." 

The Condor was his baby, his first 
house, his first car. 

Only once did he allow himself a 
peek. 

"It’s a little bit dusty." Paul 
MacCready said, speaking en- 
vironmentally, of course.

FOR A WEEK NOW, I have been at 
a place where I have not heard a 
single harsh word or seen a single 
impatient gesture ; not a hint of the 
celebrated Israeli aggressiveness 
and violence;, no intolerance or 
selfishness. Only endless thought- 
fulness and individual concern, 
friendliness, devotion; all. in a set- 
ting of amazing cooperation 
between different peoples. 

I am in the surgery ward of a 
small hospital far from the centre 
of the country. It is not very 
modem, not very elegant; it has 
been threatened over and over 
again with extinction, and it serves 
a wide area of small, unknown 
places in the Jordan Valley, part of 
Lower Galilee, and all of Tiberias. 

Poriah Hospital at first glance 
resembles nothing so much as a 
kind of moshav, with buildings 
scattered over the fields on a hffl, 
past the neglected neighbourhood 
of Upper Tiberias. 

In one bed is a toothless, one- 
eyed, ageless woman from Moroc- 
co. Pale and wrinkled, her two long 
grey braids look thinner and 
thinner each day. She lives in a god- 
forsaken «Mk»n nearby. But for 
now, she is immaculate and 
thoroughly cared for by others, the 
object of all the doctors’ attention 
for a full 10 minutes each day. No 
wonder her one eye seems to shine. 

Next to her, a girt from a kibbutz 
in the area, obviously healthy and 
strong and in hospital for some very 
minor ailment. She chats with the 
doctors and asks questions, which 
they answer with patience and 
politeness. 

In the next bed is an Arab 
woman, hopelessly attached to an 
infusion stand but beautifully dress- 
ed in pink pyjamas. When her turn 
comes, all the doctors duster 
around her, delicately changing 
bandages, noting all the details of 
her condition. A woman doctor 
gently pats her hand and smiles 
before going on to the next bed — an 
infant, whose mother never leaves 
it for a moment, day or nighL 

AMONG THE NURSES with whom 
we patients have the most contact 
Is Mazal, a beautlftll girl who lives 
on a nearby Yemenite moshav. Her 
dark, good looks contrast with pink- 
and-blonde smiles of two Dutch 
girls. They came here as volunteers 
a few years ago and remained to 
marry two dashing Israelis. One 
Uvea on a kibbutz; the other on a. 
moshav. 

In addition to Dutch, Arabic is 
spoken here. Some of my moat in- 


teresting conversations have been 
with a small and very lively nurse 
from Lebanon. Her home is a 
village five kilometres from the 
Good Fence; and she learned her 
fluent Hebrew at Hatzor, where she 
worked In a factory laboratory. 
Then she decided to continue her 
nursing studies, which she had 
begun “at home." 

She chose to come to Israel rather 
than Beirut "because it’s easier 
and safer," especially for visiting 
her parents who remained in their 
village. 

She feels fine here, she told me, 
enjoys every moment of her studies 
and is never unpleasantly reminded 
of her origins. "But.” she added 
proudly, "it’s also because of my 
attitude." 

Fanya Is another newcomer 
nurse, but she is from Russia. 

Dignified and elegant, she still 
lives in the absorption centre In 
Tiberias and hasn’t yet learned 
much Hebrew. But she keeps smil- 
ing, gives very competent care, 
hopes she may be given a flat in the 
area and that she will be able to 
keep working at the Poblah 
Hospital, which has been hard hit 
by budget reductions. 

AB FOR the doctors in the surgery 
department, only one of those I met 
was bom in Israel — a tall, compe- 
tent Arab doctor from Nazareth 
who studied In Italy and speaks 
fluent Hebrew. 

When I asked who performed my 
operation, I was told "the whole 
team" — which, in my case, meant 
two new Immigrants from the 
Soviet Union, a woman doctor from 
Czechoslovakia, who heads the 
team, a small, cheerful Brazilian 
surgeon who continually sings Por- 
tuguese folk songs while smiling at 
the nurses, and a gentle, 
knowledgeable doctor from 
Rumania, 

As everyone who has ever spent 
time in a hospital ward knows, it is 
a world unto itself. I have lived In 
Israel for over 20 years, but never 
before have I found myself in a 
small world such as this — one bas- 
ed on deep and true concern for the 
human bring, by and among people 
of many different origins. It is a 
world X continue to believe can exist 
In society at large and not just 
among bedridden patients. 

And where, of all places, did I 
find it, but in the surgical ward of 
an unimportant little hospital 
whose existence le continually 
threatened.

ANYONE DILIGENT enough to 
have digested all the material in all 
the articles that appeared over the 
past five years would have a 
monumental mastery of what this 
country is all about — its 
archaeology, botany, environment, 
ethnography, historical geography, 
physical geography, "forgotten 
sites," ornithology, zoology, and 
the work of the Field Schools. These 
are the subject categories listed In 
the Index. 

Except for compulsive pedants, 
though, most readers are not likely 
to find every category of consuming 
interest. Still, I found myself going 
right along with the very detailed 
account of the social behaviour of 
the agama lizard, Israel’s most 
common reptile — from the mean- 
ing of its “tail-wagging" (probably 
an indication of hesitation) to the 


sequence of events in its courtship 
and mating (after which both 
members of the happy couple 
"stand apart for a few minutes, 
breathing heavily"). 

Can tMs form of non-fiction, 
written in the case of the agama 
lizard by Dr. Avraham Arbel, a 
zoologist on the staff of the SPNI, 
compete with television? Probably 
not. and we witness the im- 
plications of this in what is happen- 
ing to our 1 'quality of life," let alone 
the environment. A safe assump- 
tion is that very, very few of the 
Israelis who celebrated Passover 
by destroying Sinai can have been 
readers of “Land and Nature" or 
its Hebrew equivalent. I like to 
think that if membership in the 
SPNI were 10 times the 35,000 it Is 
today, Israel would probably be a 
very different country. All shades 
of political thought are represented 
in the membership. 

Missing among the '15 ' Ideal 
branches of the SPNI are develop- 
ment towns. There are offices in 
Holon. Petah Tikva, Ramat Gan. 
and Kiryat Ono, but none in places 
like Dimona, Kiryat Shmona, 
Upper Nazareth, Safad, or 
Tiberias. 


NEARLY 20,000 children receive 
the SPOT's junior publications (In 
Hebrew only) : “Sal ’it," a monthly 
for youth from 12 to 15, has some 
7.000 subscribers and "Pashosh," 
for children 8 to 11 , has 10,000.

— A 23rd minute goal by 
Noel Brotherston followed by 
heroic defensive work gave 
Northern Ireland the British Soccer 
Champions hip outright for the first 
time for 66 years on Friday. 

They beat Wales 1-0 here to finish 
with five points from three games. 
England beat Scotland yesterday in 
Glasgow to take second place. 

After Brotherston had slid home 
a left foot shot from a pass by Billy 
Hamilton, Wales, also seeking the 
championship, launched a wave of 
attacks. 

But the Irish rearguard held out 
manfully and behind them 
goalkeeper Jim Platt was always 
secure. 

As many as 10 men were thrust 
behind the ball to frustrate tbe 
probing runs of Leighton' James 
and Mickey Thomas. 

The Irish relied largely on 
breakaways, with skipper Sammy 


Mcllroy's pace causing sporadic 
problems to Wales' three-man 
defence. 

Welsh pressure was emphasized 
by a stream of comers, but the Irish 
survived to end their centenary 
season with a champagne celebra- , . 
lion. 

Zn Scotland, England's soccer 
team returned to winning form 
yesterday and defeated Scotland 2-0 
at Glasgow’s Hampden Park. 
England led 1-0 at half-time. 

The goals came from Trevor 
Brooking in the eighth minute and 
Steve Coppell in the 76th minute. 

The win boosted England's con- 
fidence for the forthcoming Euro- 
pean Cup of Nations finals in Italy.

LONDON (UPI). — English League

Bowles failed to show up when 
Nottingham left on a short -warm-up 
holiday in Majorca and is believed 
to have gone night-clubbing in- 
stead. 

Nottingham's manager Brian 
Clough said. “Stan will need one 
terrific excuse to get away with 
this. I will listen to what he says 
when he eventually turns up. but his 
future at Forest must be in serious 
doubt." 

Bowles, with a reputation for 
gambling and the good life, once 
walked out on the England team 
and has also appeared in a 
newspaper photograph with a 
topless model. 

Although he is undoubtedly a 


talented individualist on the field, 
officials and fans have never liked 
him because of his off-field antics 
since he was signed from London's 
Queens Park Rangers for £200,000 
midway through the season. 

It is rumoured he was already in 
dispute with Clough and was left out 
of a testimonial match last week. 
He will now certainly miss the final 
against Hamburg In Madrid next 
week and his place may go to 
teenager Gary Mills. 

Nottingham's other problem 
player is centre-back Larry Lloyd, 
who was injured to England's 4-1 
defeat at Wales last week. 

Lloyd was making his first inter- 
national appearance to eight years 
when he collided with Welsh 
skipper Terry Yorath and left the 
field with a hamstring complaint. 

Lloyd missed the League Cup 
final this season through suspen- 
sion and said on Friday, “It would 
be tragic if Z missed another final. 
I'm hoping like hell to play." 



Around the world in 80 days? 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP). — Maade 
Anderson and his son Kris, who 
made the first balloon crossing" of 
North America earlier this month, 
said they are considering another 
trip across Europe or the Soviet 
Union. 

The 45-year-old Anderson, who 
also took part to the first balloon 
crossing ot the Atlantic Ocean two 
years ago, has already contacted 
Soviet officials for permission for 
such a trip. 

“They have not replied, what 
with all of the trouble In 
Afghanistan," the younger Ander- 
son said. He commented in an inter- 
view after a creremony honouring 
father and son for their 4,800-km 


four-day trip from the foot of the 
Golden Gate Bridge to Matane, 
Quebec, in their 20-storey-high 
balloon, the Kitty Hawk. 

Kris, 23, said- the ultimate goal 
might be to float completely around 
the globe piece by piece to less than 
the 80 days It took to the Jules 
Verne novel, “Around the World to 
80 days." 

"There are still some things that 
have to be done, and we are looking 
at them." Kris said. 

“The Atlantic took five days, the 
American continent 4^ days, the 
Pacific would be eight to nine days. 
Yes, it could be done around tbe 
world in less than SO days," Kris 
said. 
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A house divided 

IT WOULD be ironical indeed if the most hawkish of Israel 
governments would fall — as Prime Minister Begin hinted It 
might — over an attempt to compel its Minister of Defence to 
agree to massive cuts in the defence bu'dget. 

On the substantive Issue of cutting the defence budget by an. 
additional IS1-X.5 billion just six weeks into the new budgetary 
year, justice would seem to lie with Ezer Weizman. Finance 
Minister Yigal Hurvitz'a frantic attempt to exploit the shock of a 
10.2 per cent rise In the April consumer price index to cut the 
very defence budget he agreed to several weeks ago is no way to 
run an economic policy, or an army, or, for that matter, a 
government. 

The Treasury itself expected an 8 per cent rise in the April In- 
dex, and Is predicting a similar rate of increase for the May in- 
dex. It stretches credulity to argue that an unexpected addition 
of 2 per cent in the April Index justifies cutting Into defence 
programmes that were considered untouchable before the May 
15th publication of the index figures. 

Mr. Hurvitz is right, of course, in concluding that the April in- 
dex shows the inadequacy of his anti-inflationary policy. 

During his six months in office, Mr. Hurvitz has proven 
himself "strong" on the one issue of slashing subsidies on con- 
sumer goods. His performance on other matters, such as in- 
creasing teachers' pay, succumbing to the particularistic 
demands of the stronger ministerial barons in the cabinet, and 
shying away from dealing with such basic problems as 
governmental redundancy and overstaffing, has been just as 
"weak" as that of his hapless predecessor. 

It should be obvious that the sort of inflation besetting Israel 
cannot be fought successfully unless the government is 
prepared to tackle the whole gamut of problems arising from 
our collective and personal insistence on living way beyond our 
means. 

Mr. Hurvitz deserves good marks for saying the right things 
about his intentions from the first day he entered office. But the 
suspicion that the government he was rejoining lacked the 
political cohesion and determination to back up & Minister of 
Finance embarked on such a difficult policy has been amply 
confirmed by the events of the past six months. 

Mr. Hurvitz would now seem to be seeking the easy way out by 
going to the opposite extreme in regard to the defence budget. 
Hitherto, defence was a holy cow. Suddenly, open season has 
been declared for sniping away at anything connected with 
defence, and only with defence. How else can the Finance 
Minister explain a sequence of events in which Housing Minister 
David Levy is given dispensation to sign questionable contracts 
with politically favoured prefab home contractors on the very 
day that the Defence Ministry is enjoined from signing all new 
contracts. 

In trying to create the impression that the defence budget can- 
not be cut by another agora, Mr. Weizman. too is not believable. 
In Israel's economic circumstance there will simply be no alter- 
native to cutting the defence budget — together with all other 
budgets. . “ 

The salaries and perks of army officers have grown too high 
to be sustained by an economy auch as Israel’s. But the context 
in which these must be seen is that of the salaries and perks of 
other employees who despite last year’s rampant inflation 
managed to maintain and increase their real incomes. If there 
are to be cuts they must be universal. 

The confrontation at today's cabinet session, however, will be 
as much political as economic. Prime Minister 'Begin would 
perhaps gladly see the troublesome Weizman leave his Cabinet. 
But as a master political tactician Begin is well aware of the 
costly political implications of forcing Weizman out on such an 
issue. 

The Minister of Defence, on the other hand, is reported to 
have been waiting for just such an issue on which to quit the 
faltering government and cut his political losses. A Weizman 
resignation that would trigger the early demise of the govern- 
ment would be welcome. But such an outcome is fax from cer- 
tain, in the light of the latest developments among the Liberals 
and the Democrats who previously could have been counted as 
Weizman supporters. 

On the other hand, a Weizman resignation which would lead to 
the appointment of Arik Sharon, or even Mbshe Arens as 
Minister of Defence, af a time of tension on the West Bank and 
delicate negotiations with Egypt, would certainly be regret- 
table.

ISRAEL'S DEFENCE, burden 
presents an apparently insoluble 
problem. It la proportional not to Its 
own population and . economic 
resources, but to those of its enemy. 

Even if full and comprehensive 
peace was attained, the armies and 
Arsenals maintained by the Arab 
states for reasons that have nothing 
to do with the conflict with Israel 
would pose a constant threat; 
against which Israel must keep up a 
defence capability sufficient to 

assure, as far as one can, that we 
never lose a war. 

In terms of -our foreign policy 
stance since 1967, and particularly 
Under the present government, this- 
means that we have to maintain an 
army half that of Britain, for exam- 
ple, which has 15 times as many 
people, mid to spend nearly half as 
much on defence as Britain, 
although its Gross National 
Product is nearly 30 times ourfl. We - 
maintain more tanks and combat 
aircraft than Britain (and France 
or Germany) and more armoured 
vehicles. 

As mentioned in a previous arti- 
cle, one out of four men aged 18 to 45 
is in uniform and many thousands 
of civilians are engaged In defence 
production. The Defence Ministry's 
wage bill In the current budget is 
nearly IS4b.. compared with the 
government's total civilian wage 
bill of IS5.1b. Some 14-15 per cent of 
our GNP goes on defence. If we 
leave U.S. aid out of the account. 

Fully 13 per cent of our total 
labour force, and some 24 per cent 
of the male labour force in the most 
productive age groups, consume — 
and produce — security. 

ECONOMIC POLICIES designed to 
sustain such a defence burden by . 
lowering living standards have fail- 
ed. Not because basically sound 
measures were implemented poor- 
ly and half-heartedly, but because 
those policies were — and still are 
— a self-delusion. Even in a 
totalitarian regime, there la no way 
in the long run of producing more 
for a leaser reward — lower con- 
sumption. In an open and 
democratic society, it is impossi- 
ble. 

■Our defence burden has, at least 
since 1973, become so heavy that 
it leaves virtually no surplus 
tor investment. Without such 
a surplus there can be no growth 
and. therefore, no relative lighten- 


The main burden of the defence effort on Israel’s economy 
lies in the lost output that men in uniform could have 
produced in the civilian economy. The only effective way 
to reduce that burden is to cut the size of our defence 
forces, writes Post Economic Editor MEIR MERHAV.: 


•Ing of the. defence burden. The ef- 
forts to keep up investment, along 
with a level of consumption that can 
at most be reduced temporarily and 
insignificantly, have only created 
excess demand. The result has been 
persistent, high inflation, and a 
growing foreign debt. 

■ . It is, therefore, not surprising 
that some economists, notably in 
: the Bank of Israel, have' advocated 
a slow-down in the level of invest- 
ment Two years, ago, the favourite 
argument for a slow-down was that' 
the existing capital stock was 
1 under-utilized and that deflationary 
' measures, together with a change 
in relative prices (meaning further 
devaluation of the currency) , would 
make the capital yield more expor- 
table output. Now the vogue is to 
argue for structural change in the 
direction of more skill-intensive 
lines of production. In which we 
allegedly have, a comparative ad- 
vantage. 

SUCH THEORIES are as dubious 
economically (most technical 
progress is still embodied in capital 
goods, in equipment) as they are 
politically facile and evasive, 
.because unlike consumption and 
defence, investments that have not 
yet been made arid potential output 
forgone have no vocal spokesmen. 
The real problem Is how to cut our 
domestic defence expenditure 
without incurring unacceptable 
risks. 

it Is accepted that the main 
burden of our defence is the 
fargoing ctf the output that the men 
now in uniform, might produce, then 
the only way out of the impasse Is to 
cut the size of aur defence forces., It 
Is strange that In Israel, where 
more civilians — economists in- 
cluded — Save some understanding 
of defence problems than anywhere 
else in the world, nearly all shy 
away from saying anything of this 
kind In public. 

What size of army we need and 
can afford Is left to the experts. The 
issue, hotrever. Is not one of 


technical expertise or tactics, but of 
national strategy — and that Is a 
legitimate subject for public 
political debate. 

In a television Interview on the 
eve of Independence Day, Chief of 
Staff Rafael Eitan said In answer to 
a question on that subject that some 
say that our armed forces are not 
big enough. This begs the question. 
How big must big be? 

According to the International 
Institute for Strategic Studies, our 
armed forces .are as big as they 
were before the peace with Egypt, 
and there is no sign that, any one In- 
tends to reduce them. There are no 
published data on the deployment 
of our farces. 

Let us assume that before the 
peace with Egypt, 60 per cent of our 
forces were deployed against any 
potential threat from the south. 

• vf 

IT FOLLOWS that If we keep the 
same size of force — presumably 
because the threat on the eastern 
and northern fronts has- increased, 
largely for reasons that are un- 
related to the peace with Egypt — 
then the present size of our armed 
forces would not have been able to 
stand up to the combined Arab 
threat had Egypt remained a 
belligerent. 

This is difficult to swallow. There 
must be a difference between a 
potential, more or less remote, 
threat and an actual. Imminent 
danger, and It must reflect Itself in 
the size of the armed forces re- 
quired. 

Surely there must be some flex- 
ibility in our defence posture, as a 
function of changes in the political 
situation. The Chief of Staff himself 
implied that there Is a margin for 
cutting the size of our armed forces 
when he suggested recently that the 
call-up age be postponed by a year 
or two. Such a delay, however 
gradually phased, would always 
reduce the number of conscripts tor 
an interim period. 

However, the Issue Is more fun- 


damental than an apparently 
sluggish response to the peace' with 
Egypt. After all, that peace la still 
very green. If we want to get our 
t economy on its feet again, we must 
cut our domestic defence expen- 
ditures by 131.5b. to XS2b. and our 
armed forces by about one-third. 
The question is whether this, is 
possible without Incurring unaccep- 
table risks. 

FOR AN ANSWER we must go 
back to the Six Day War. We won 
that war as a result of a forward 
strategy, a pre-emptive strike 
carried out after weeks of agonizing 
delay. Whether so Intended or not. 
that delay served to demonstrate 
that our defence policy was 
strategically defensive, and 
thereby made a tactical offensive 
politically justifiable. 

In 1967, we were defending boun- 
daries recognized by the entire 
world, excepting only the Arabs. 
And most of tbe world accepted, at 
least tacitly, the legitimacy of the 
pre-emptive strike that won us vic- 
tory, even If It never accepted its 
consequence, of territorial con- 
quests. 

Only a defence doctrine based on 
the option of countering an immi- 
nent major threat by a pre-emptive 
strike can permit a reduction in the 
size of our land forces. Since 1967, 
such a doctrine has become 
politically- Impossible, as was made 
painfully evident in the Yom Kip- 
pur War, because what we defend- 
ed, or appeared to defend, was oc- 
cupied territories. Such a defence 
must be based on a tactically defen- 
sive strategy, and requires large 
land forces. 

A return to a forward strategy Is 
today much more diffic ult than It 
was before 1967 — and it was 
politically difficult even then. None 
of the changes that have occurred 
since then In military technology, in 
the alignment of potential and ac- 
tual enemy forces, in the inter- 
national political constellation have 
been in the direction of making

THE HAZARDS 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — Mendel Kohansky's article 
on the hazards of occupation (“The 
cause of violence" — May 11) was 
both well-put and well-timed. The 
process of brutalization he 
describes can be observed daily 
wkhhx Israel as well as lip occupied 
territories and, although the oc- 
cupation itself may not be the 
prime cause of this process, it is 
certainly one of the contributing 
factors. 

Bernard Shaw and Kohansky 
have both described eloquently the 
evil metamorphosis of the occupier 
and the enraged resistance at the 
occupied. Yet the declaration of 
these unfortunate truths does not in 
itself present a solution to the 
problem which breeds territorial 
conflict and territorial occupation 
in this area. That is the problem of 
national security. 

As both a citizen of Israel and a 
citizen of the world, I oppose the 
system of occupation which con- 
tributes to the dehumanization of 
the area's peoples and to the 
acceleration of violence. But I also 
oppose the inhumanity of life within 
untenable borders: a life 'of fear
